FINANCIAL MARKETS 


The value of merchandise exports, where the final stage of production was 
in South Australia, was $551.9m for September 1999. This represents an 
increase of 1.9% over August 1999 and an increase of 15.3% over the 
corresponding month last year. Export shipments of South Australian wine 
in September 1999 was a record $94.2m. 


The value of merchandise imports released from Customs control in South 
Australia was $320.4m in September 1999. 


South Australia has shown growth in retail turnover for the three months to 
September 1999. Over this period the trend estimate for retail turnover 
increased by $19.9m, with all industry groups recording positive growth. 
The main contributors were Household good retailing ($6.1m) and Food 
retailing ($5.2m). In original terms retail turnover for September 1999 was 
$847.8m, an increase of 4.6% on September 1998. 


The trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations for September 1999 
was 3,699. This was the sixth consecutive month of decrease and is 16.3% 
lower than the level of 12 months ago (4,419). In original terms there were 
3,651 new motor vehicle registrations in September 1999. 


The trend estimate at current prices for private new capital expenditure has 
continued to fall with June quarter 1999 recording $503.0m, a decrease of 
7.5% on the March quarter and 33.3% on June quarter 1998. 


The trend for private sector houses approved increased for the ninth 
consecutive month and is now 18.7% higher than the last low experienced 
in December 1998. The trend for total dwelling units approved continued 
to grow in September and has increased 24.8% over the last ten months. 


The Consumer Price Index (all groups) in Adelaide increased 1.2% to 125.1 
in the September Quarter 1999 and 1.7% from the same quarter last year. 
The main contributions to growth in Adelaide were Transportation (4.4%) 
and Housing (2.4%). 


The trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia has increased 
since July 1998. The estimate for October 1999 (665,700) is 2.4% higher 
than the level of 12 months ago (650,000). 


The trend estimate of the unemployment rate for South Australia while 
generally decreasing since July 1998, experienced a slight increase to 8.5% 
in October 1999. The rate was 9.7% in October 1998. 


The trend estimate for the value of new housing commitments (excluding 
alterations and additions) increased 2.4% in September, with the rate of 
growth continuing to slow. Seasonally adjusted, the value rose 1.5% to 
$348.0m, 42.0% above September 1998.
